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REMARKS 

A decision granting the petition filed on 19 April 2006 to revive the above-identified 
patent application was mailed on September 25, 2006. A corrected decision dismissing the petition 
was mailed on September 28, 2006. 

The petition was dismissed because, according to the Examiner, a proper authorization 
to charge the petition fee to counsel's deposit account was not provided and no fee was included with 
the petition. The Examiner alleged that the attorney who signed the transmittal form, Tom Hunter, 
Reg. No. 38,498, is not listed as an authorized user of the deposit account provided on the transmittal 
form. 

The undersigned attorney notes that at the time the petition was filed, Tom Hunter, Reg. 
No: 38,498, was an authorized user of the previous deposit account and remained an authorized user 
until changing firms on August 21 , 2006, four months later . Had the PTO acted in a timely manner on 
the subject petition, the fees would have been properly authorized. 

Applicants hereby provided a renewed petition requesting that the petition filed on April 
19, 2006 be granted.
